Tbe purpoee of having this oeieuouy 
done publicly was to afford tbe eldere of 
the Parish in general, and the parents of 
member* in particular, an opportunity to 
witness the progress made by their sons, 
and also to thank you for the generous 
response with which you met our appeals 
for asslstence In the past. It is not my 
purpose to enter into a discourse as to 
(be benefits to be derived from being a 
member of this Union Suffer it to say 
that we are banded t*gather for tbe sole 
purpose of Improving ourselves, our 
neighbors, and the community In which 
we live, and in doing this to make for 
our union a name that will be an honor.

A desire to stay from 
school or to hide from his parents 
while he smokes tbe cigarette that some 
thoughtless youth has given him ; a de¬ 
sire to' pos»esa the golden fruit that lies 
just beyond the barbed wire fence, while 
tire evil Influence telle him the dog Is 
chained sad t ie owner Is bueMtug corn In 
another field or perhaps gone to market, 
and when the boy goee home the same 
Influence Is at work prompting him to -lie 
to his parents as te how his clothes be¬ 
came so badly torn. 

All those temptations, though small In 
themselves, are the ^symptoms by which 
We are able to discern the struggle which 
le going on within the youth. A struggle 
between the good and bad In his nature 
for the supremacy, a d If that first lee- 
son of love and obedlemre be not firmly 
Implanted and nur'ur-d by the parents 
»ith a pure and Christian training we find 
the youth on the threshold of manhood 
with his evil genius predominating over 
that will power which In after year* 
makes* orfiu&r* hi* |llfe. The same In¬ 
fluence Is at work after he reaches. man’s 
•'state, but iii a more* subtle and danger¬ 
ous form, tot the golden fruit that 
tempted the boy Is distil ed Into another 
b>rtu to tempt the man. I he knowledge 
that it was conceived aroint the rotteo- 
ness of fermentation and lying in old 
clammy barrels; the knowledge that Its 
exceeaive use will place rags upon the 
person and bring hunger, sickness, and 
eventually death within the home circle; 
the knowledge that U will kill.every senti¬ 
ment of manly prlnoiple within the hu¬ 
man breast seems to have no deterlng 
>ffecf upon the Individual who style* 

. hlyusfif the moderate drinker. 

I bell- ve and assert without fear of 
contradiction that the greatest stumbling 
block In the road 14 Success for young 
men Is the saloon. Let a young man ap¬ 
ply for a position and the first Inquiry is. 
lines he fi equent the saloon. Ths know¬ 
ledge that he does will kill his chances 
of getting tbe place as quickly as the 
frpeta of winter kill the tedder pinut. 

Years ago It was no uncommon sight to 
«-«-•» men who In the highest counsels lu 
the nation desecrated themselves and the 
lu<ffbrable position they held by appear¬ 
ing In a semi Intoxicated condition, with 
ths trace* of a night’s debauch ludfel- 
ibly Implanted upon their emaciated 
faces. But to-day It Is different. Public 
aentiiuent Iii relation to iutoxlcants Is 
changed. The man who holds a position 
oMicuor and trust to-day would not dais 
to commit the same offense against pub¬ 
lic decency, for he knows that It would 
relegate him to oblivion. 

Thousands upon thousands of dollars 
base been spent In priming and circulat¬ 
ing statistics showing the ravagse made 
by drink; lectures by the hundred thous¬ 
and have been delivered by eloquent 
speakers, with the result that even the 
hardened drinker Is convinced that he Is 
doing wrong—convinced but not re¬ 
formed ; for the man who will listen to 
your arguments against drink, and will 
agree with all you say, and even promise 
to stop drlnklug, and then go and get 
drunk—that naan Is not reformed up to 
our staudard of the necessities of the 
case. 

Something has been gained In convinc¬ 
ing the understanding of men. It is true, 
iiut bow shall that conviction be made to 
a t on the conduct of men. The dangers 
that The child^ucountere Is counteracted 
by the watchful care of the parents; the 
iangere that threaten the boy is counter¬ 
acted by a pure and Christian training, 
and the Church which has been the 
founder of Christian eivtiiaaMoB antf 1U 
guiding star for nineteen centuries has 
through Its representative, our reverend 
pastor, furnished us with menns to 
counteract the danger* that threaten the 
young mer.

public. The object which we seek to ob¬ 
tain la net, after all. good doctrine so 
much aa 41 is good works. We meet 
make owf actions emphasize what we 
profess and. If we do this, rest assured. 
Ute day Is not far distant when we shall 
have every eligible young man In Bloom¬ 
field with us. seeking to attain that moral 
and Intellectual worth which is ths true 
standard of manhood.

Paying Townahip Committeemen 

Certain member* of the Esst Change 
Township Committee have boasted of 
their ability tq make fair pecuniary profit 
from the office. The ecouorulc policy 
pm sued in this town by which h town 
corauiilttfemau's stipend amounts lo a 
very little over slxiy dollars per annum, 
has frequently been made s butt of ridic¬ 
ule by East Orange officials. The East 
Orange method of making it pay, is ex¬ 
plained mB follows by u lesidont of that 
town: 

The members of the Committee get 
paid for Sub-Committee meetings on the 
same basis as regular meetings, and a 
member aisy be oa three or four Sub- 
Committees that contrive, to hold meet¬ 
ings all on the same evening, by which 
device hei makes about eight dollar* in 
one night- There Is nothing wrong In 
the plan, but still It Is very foolish to 
boast about it. The member* of the 
C\>IUmltt*»* NthfUUCata te Aw i » mine only, 
heve apparently talked loo much, and a 
bill has been Introduced Into the Legis¬ 
lature to block their little game. The 
bill Introduced by* Assembly man Snyder, 
of the Tenth District, last week, provides 
that in townships of twelve thousand 
population or more, no Township Com¬ 
mitteeman shall receive compensation 
for his services, under penalty of removal, 
nor shall he sell any goods, execute any 
contract Dr perform any "service entitling 
him to odmpensation; nor shall any mem¬ 
ber vote to pay out money on any such 
contract, under pain of removal; and all 
such contracts shall be null and void so 
far as the township is concerned. This 
is a slap at East Orange, as the law is so 
drawn as to apply solely Ip that township 
and yet overcome the constitutional pro¬ 
hibition agatust special legislation. 


The Outlet Sewer. 

Town Committeeman Charles H. Half¬ 
penny has attended two meeiioga of the 
Oraage Sewer Committee during ths 
week, as representative of thie town. It 
being a part of the agreement that both 
tbia town and Mon total r are privileged to 
have representatives at all meeting* 
whrr^matters effecting the outlet sewer 
aie to"b* considered. There Is a rumor 
of a project to make some changes In the 
route of the sewer at Us termination at 
the Passaic. The present plan- contem¬ 
plates running sewage Into the Passaic 
wfehlrf tbe limits of Belleville township. 

The BeMevble opposition has proved so 
formidable, that It has been deemed 
PMudeat to look elsewhere for an outlet. 
.VTk* matter Is now lo the heads of the 
aqglneers. The outlet will probably be 
located further south, which would bring 
it within the bounds of Newaik City 
territory. The Belleville people are 
awaiting the decision of the Committee. 
T^a tendency to belittle the foree of 
fidileville's opposition, which was indulg¬ 
ed In when the sewer project was first 
proposed has undergone a change. Belle¬ 
ville has corns out ahead in the prellui- 
lupiy legal Bkirmlshe* and Is well pre¬ 
pared to make a long and expensive 
flight on the main question at issue. In 
the meantime the bill of expense is foot¬ 
ing up to magnificent proportions. 

Colonial History. 

1 he annual meeting u t the New Jersey 
Historical Society was belli nt Trenton on 
Tuesday. Mrs. Murths J. Lamb, the nis- 
t<»rt*u, addressed the so< iety. Her pnper be¬ 
fore the socieiy wns a brilliant dixcmii* on 
•'Home Important Events in Colouial His¬ 
tory.” In her graceful introduction she 
calfi d history the ro>>t of nil knowledge aud 
the basis of all literature, but she said there 
are still living among us tlio-e who think 
Amet tcMU history too old for young |ienph- 
md too young for those of a mature age. 
She guve a graphic picture o( the first 
thrice colonies, Juiuestowu, New York aud 
Plymouth, bringing out their true colors by 
background of European history, very 
clevery painted in a few telling words. Oue 
of these three first colonies, she said, hud 
be*u founded for gold, auother for trade, 
and the third for religion's sake, yet the 
fytug processes of growth and develojre- 
t in a century and a half brought t w * w ~ 
-tacit dune iuwuoa* with Mother as 
one of the grnndest events in the 
world's annals, the birth of a nation. To 
her picture of Mitetb at Jameatowu, 

she added tU*4» isi« binAorion thinks that 
because he spooks of the Mining founders 
of New York as “damn Dutchman,” they 
must have hasn men of consequence. In 
the brood rang* of her subject, she men¬ 
tioned the atmquest of New York by the 
English, ths Bacon rebellion in Virginia, 
the effects upon the col o ni e s Of the English 
revolution of 1689, the massacre at Schenec¬ 
tady by the Freoth and Indians, the cap¬ 
ture of Louiahurg, the first congress of the 
colonies at Albany in 1754, the treaty of 
peace with the Flench in 1763, and the 
Stamp Act Congress in Wall street.

INTERESTING REMAKES OF MBS. ALICE 
FBEEMAH FALMBB AT BOSTON. 

At a meeting of the Maseaohusetts 
T. acher'a Association at Boston Universi¬ 
ty. the speakers were Mr*. Alice Free¬ 
man Palmer and Dr. Samuel Eliot. Mrs. 
Palmer's address was on ‘The influence 
of the Teacher's Manners. ” 8he thought 
that teacners did not emphasize sufficient¬ 
ly the value of flue manners. She oon- 
frseed that she was such a heretic Id 
t' ese days of discussion over methods of 
instruction aud acquirement of learning 
that she felt deep sympathy with a cer¬ 
tain able superintendent of schools who 
tohl her of the qualifications which he re. 
quired of all applicants for teaching In 
any of his schools. "I place first,’ said 
he, "what most other* place last. I do 
not begin by asking tor learned or pro¬ 
fessionally trained men aud women. I 
require, first, a high, noble character, 
then good manners, and then, and not be¬ 
fore, learning and professional training." 
She thought that tney ought to do some¬ 
thing to hold their pupils longer In the 
school*. Many a pupil Is allowed to 
leave school because there Is nothing 
there but stern compulsion to get his set 
lessons. Young boys aud girls are aus 
o-ptible lo kind treatment and refined 
manners and they can be held by such 
means longer than they are at preseul. A 
gentle voice Is an indlspenslble accoin- 
paulmeut to refloed manner*. A kind 
word spoken In an unruffled tone often 
completely wins over a refractory child. 
Our teagher* can do betJer If they only 
can be made to realise the subtle, beauti¬ 
ful and stimulating effect of manly and 
womanly grace. It Is said that our 
climaVe Is responsible for the shrill 
American voice. She did not think bo.
